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This communication is in response to applicant's "Response to Notification Regarding 
Defective Declaration" filed 09 December 2004 in the United States Patent and Trademark 
Office (USPTO). 



On 02 December 2004, applicant was mailed a Notification informing applicant that 
the declaration filed 23 June 2004 was defective as the declaration set forth an additional 
inventor (Aoi Kawasaki) who has not been named in the international appUcation. 
Applicant was afforded two months to file either: 1) a submission under 37 CFR 1.497(d) 
requesting correction of the inventors named in the international application to include Aoi 
Kawasaki, (2) a new declaration naming and signed by only by Syuuish Nomura 
accompanied by an acceptable explanation of the misnaming of the inventor on the present 
declaration, or (3) a showing that a change under PCT Rule 92bis was made prior to the 
National stage filing. 

On 09 December 2004, applicant filed the present response which included a copy of 
Form PCT/IB/306 showing that the status of applicant Aoi Kawasaki had been changed 
pursuant to PCT Rule 92bis to applicant/inventor for the US only. 



Applicant has presently provided evidence that Aoi Kawasaki is ar> 
applicant/inventor for the United States only. As such it is proper to find the declaration 
filed on 23 June 2004 as compliant with 37 CFR 1.497(a)-(b). Further, a review of the 
application file reveals that all of the requirements of 35 U.S.C. 371 for entry into the 
national stage in the United States have been satisfied.
